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vide for the aid of volunteers in the service of the
United States or of this state,” and chapters one han-
dred and twelve and three hundred and seventy-four of
the general laws of 1862, chapter four of the laws
passed at the extra session "of '362, and chapters one
hundred and sixty-two and two hundred and sixty-four
of the general laws of 1863, being amendatory and
explanatory of and supplemental to said chapter eight
of the laws of the extra session of 1861, aforesaid,
having been revised and oconsolidated in this act, (de
and the same) are hereby repealed: provided,

that such repeal of said acts, or of any or either of
them, shall not in any wise release or discharge any
person or persons, officer or officers, from any liability,
civil or eriminal, incurred in violation of the proviaions
of said acts, or of any or either of them ; but all such
liabilities shall continue, and the seorenry of state shall
cause the same to be prosecuted to judgment, in like
manner and to the same extent as if said act or acts
had not been repealed.

SeorioN 18. The secretary of state shall cawse this
act to be published immediately, and shall forthwith
send a yrinted copy hereof to each justiee of the peace
and to the chairman of each town board of supervieors
in this state ; and this act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage.
